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The following Rules are made by His Highness’ Government, in 
pertuance of Sections 4 and 28 of the Excise, Opium and Drugs Law of the 
Alwar State. 

Nothing in these rules shall be deemed to authorize the import of 
excisable articles from, their export to, or their transport through any 
foreign territory or any part of British India or of any State otherwise 
than in accordance with the Laws, Regulations, and Rules in force in 
such territory, part or State regarding the export, import or transport ( as 
the case may be j of the same. 

SECTION I 

Raw Opium and other Intoxicating Drugs.

Licenses and Contracts for the sale of raw opium, 
poppy-heads and hemp drugs. 

1. Raw opium, poppy heads and hemps drugs for consumption in the 
territory of His Highness Raj Rajeshwar Shri Sewai Maharaj Yeerendra 
Shiromani Dev may, at the discretion of Bis Highness’ Government be 
imported either;- 

( a ) by the Excise department or 
( b ) by a contractor 

Under a permit obtained from the Political Agent and subject to 
s uch conditions as may be prescribed therein 

2 ( a ) Raw opium, poppy-beads and hemp drugs imported by the 

Excise Department shall be stored at the State warehouse at 
the capital, and thence issued to contractors or licensed retail 
vendors on payment of such prices and duties as may from 
time to time be prescribed by His Highness’ Government in 
that behalf. 

( b ) Raw opium, poppy-heads and hemp drags imported by a con- 
tractor shall be consigned to the Inspector in charge of the 
State warehouse at the capital , and there dealt with m accor- 
dance with the rules in that behalf.

Every such sale or grant must be reported to the Chief Excise 
Authority for sanction, and unless the Chief Excise Authority otherwise 
specially directs, every such sale or grant shall be for one year only.

contract has been granted by the Chief Excise Officer in the prescribed form.

Raw 
opium, poppy heads and hemp drugs which are not of suitable quality, and: 
all other intoxicating drugs confiscated under the law, shall be destroyed, 
in the presence of the Chief Excise Officer. 

15. A 11 other articles confiscated under the law shall be sold by the? 
Chief Excise Officer by public auction.

Supply of spirit, disposal of licenses etc. 

1. Country spirit Bball be imported and stored in a Warehouse by 
tbe Excise department for consumption in territoiies of His Highness 
Sri Sewai Maharaj Veerendra Sliuomam Dev and shall be issued from the 
Warehouse to licensed vendors, ou payment of price and duty. 

2. Shops for the retail Bale of country spirit shall be allowed at 
such places as the Chief Excise Officer wiih tbe sanction of Chief Excise 
Authority may from time to time determine; and the exclusive right of selling 
liquor by retail at each one of these simps shall be sold by public auotion 
by the Chief Excise Officor for one year at the commencement of the 
month of August, subject to tbe sanction of Chief Excise Authority, 

3. Kules 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 10 of section I shall also be applicable to hcon- 
sed vendors of Country Spirit and fermented liquor and confiscated articles 
under tbe law. 

4 . Licenses for the import and sale of foreign liquor and foreign 
fermented liquor for the whole of His Highness’ territory shall be sold by 
publio auction or otherwise disposed of, and a duty on the import of such 
liquor may also be imposed, at such rates as may be fixed by His Highness’ 
Government from time to time under these rules. 

5. The local privileged Sardars whose names, are given in Appendix 
No. I are authorised as a special concession to have liquor supplied to 
them from the Government, Warehouse for their own U3e at cost price plus 
expenses. If any such Sardar wishes to have any liquor distilled for his 
own use, he may be allowed to get the same done in Government Ware- 
house at his own expense. No royalty will be charged for such distillation.
